TRANSPORT OF MEN 
ABROAD AHEAD OF 
PLANS, SAYS BAKER 


Secretary Cross-Examined by 
Senate Committee, De- 
clares Calculations on Get- 
ting Men to France Include 
Other Than American 
Ships. 


Tonnage Situation Tempor- 
arily Dropped When Ques- 
tion Arises as to Giving 
Figures in Public. 


Hitchcock Asserts He Has 


Been Informed There Are 
Only 1,400,000 Tons for 
Army Transport. | 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (By A. P.). 
— On Jan. 1, Secretary of War Baker 
today told the Senate Military Com- 
mittee, more troops had been} trans- 
pofted to France, including both 
noncombatant and fighting forces, 
than h been planned. 
Baker appeared before the commit- 
tee to be cross-examined regarding 
his recent testimony that 500,009 
soldiers would be in France early 
this year. 

Senutor Weeks, Republican, of 
Massachusetts, began the cross-ex- 
amination. Secretary Baker and 
Senator Weeks agreed that it was 
improper to disclose the number of 
American troops now in France. 

Transportation of fighting troops 
was temporarily reduced, Secretary 
Baker said in discussing the ship- 
ping situation, by the necessity ot 
sending larger engineering forces. 
He did not have with him detailed 
statistics regarding available ships 
but promised to supply it. 

More Ships Recently Obtained. 

The Shipping Board ana the War 
Department, Secretaary Baker said, 
are in constant cgntact, exhaustively 
studying the shipping situation. Gen 
Bliss, he said, took the information 
abroad as a basis of calculation in 
connection with the shipping situa- 
tion. About 130,000 tons additiona: 
recently have been obtained. 

Senator Weeks asked if it were 
true that the War Department had 
791,000 tons of ships available for 
transporting troops on Feb. 1. Sec- 
retary Baker .did not know, but 
thought that an underestimate. 


In his former statement that a 
million men probably could be sent 
to France this year, Secretary Baker 
explained, he did not depend wholly 
on American shipping in his calcu- 
lations. 

Senator Hitchcock said that on 
Wov. 30 the Shipping Board advised 
him the total gross available Amer- 
ican tonnage was 582 ships of 43,- 
721,806 tons, including tankers and 
former German and Austrian ships. 
Secretary Baker said he could not 
estimate how many troops that ton- 
Mage would supply. 

Secretary Baker said he had not 
determined whether tgpops would be 
kept in the Southern camps next sum- 
mer. If the’summer weather was as 
extreme as this winter has been, he 
said, some would have to be moved. 


American tonnage losses, Secretary 


Baker said, have been exceedingly 
light. “The service the navy has ren- 
dered in the protection of the army,” 
he said, “has been unexampled.” 

Secretary Baker gave the opinion 
that new legislation would be desir- 
able to give the President general 
powers to transfer and co-ordinate 
functions of various departments as 
conditions arise. 

Possibility that the actual pur- 
chasing power for the War Depart- 
ment may be Jargely placed in the 
hands of Edward R. Stettinius, Sur- 
Veyor-General, was indicated by Sec- 
retary Baker in his testimony. ‘Mr. 
Siettinius is relied upon to do this 
thing,’ he said.

ICROSSLEY LIFTS 


MISSOURI FUEL 
RESTRICTIONS 


Effective Tomorrow, Except for 
‘“‘Lightless Nights;’’ Fuel Sit- 
uation Better. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6.—State 
Fuel Administrator Crossley today 
issued an order, effective at 7 a. m. 
tomorrow, lifting the fuel restric- 
tions imposed Jan: 18 and 19, re- 
quiring the early closing of stores, 
saloons, theaters, office buildings and 

other places. 

The only fuel restrictions remain- 
ing in effect will be “‘lightless nights’ 
on Thursday and Sunday nights. 
when all unnecessary lights must be 
turned out, and the priority order in 
favor of the delivery of coal to do- 
mestic consumers, essential indus- 
tries and public utilities before other 
consumers are supplied. 

Under Crossley's order most retail 
stores have been closed at 7 p. m. 
each night; saloons, poolrooms, 
dance halls and _ theaters at 10 
o’clock; office buildings at 7 o’clock 
and during part of the time moving 
picture theaters were closed all day 
on Mondays. This is said by Cross- 
ley to have re alted in a large saving 
of coal. The coal situation is now 
much improved because of milder 
weather and better transportation, 
he said.

Fist Fight Between Police and 
Four Men Follows Accidental 
Shooting. 


Lawlessness incident to the street 
car strike this morning and lasé night

The shooting of the switchmen oc- 
curred when policemen pursued a 
crowd of men who were stoning a 
Delmar car at Hodiamont avenue and 
Delmar boulevard, near the Wabash 
Rosedale station, at 9:45 o’clock. The 
men ran north and the policemen 
fired into the air to try to stop them. 
The men continued running and the 
officers then shot at them. None of 
them was hit. The switchmen were 
working with a crew in the Wabash 
yards a short distance north.

The United. Raflways Co., in a pe- 
tition preseypted to the State Public 
Service Commission today, in an ef- 
fort to meet the strike emergency 
asks for relief on the basis of 
clause in the Public Service Com 
mission law dealing solely with the 
commission's power to authorize an 
increase in street car fare rates by 
limiting the use of transfers or mak 


The commission immediately sent 
letters to the United Railways Co. 
and City Counselor Daues, asking 
when they would like to have a hear- 
ing held on the application. It will 
be set as nearly as possible on the 
date that is most convenient for 
them. 

On the basis of the number of 
transfers issued by the United Rail- 
ways in 1916, which wa. 136,065,566, 
an order by the Public Service Com- 
mission. for. a charge of 1 cent for 
cach transfer would’ increase the 
company’s revenue $1,560,655 a year. 
At the United Railways it was said 
the number of tre»sfers issued’ in 
1917 would be madc public in an an- 
nual report next Tuesday, but that 
the total was slightly in excess of the 
number issued in 1916. 

The petition was drawn up by At- 
torneys Henry S. Priest and Thomas 
E. Francis .after yesterday after- 
noon’s meeting of United Railways 
directors in Judge Priest’s office. 

The requested relief by changing 
the present transfer system would 
set aside a decision by Judge Hugo 
Grimm of the St. Louis Circuit Court 
in 1914 in which he construed the 
franchise provision in the United 
Railways’ charter to mean that uni-, 
versa} transfers must be given to 
passengers without extra charge. 

Judge Grimm today told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he had “a serious 
doubt’? that the Public Service Com- 
mission had the power to set aside 
his construction of the company’s 
charter, but that he did not care to 
express a positive opinion, as the 
question might again come before 
him for judicial decision, 

Taxpayers Brought Suit. 

The suit brought before Judge 
Grimm by taxpayers for a ruling 
on the transfer obligations of the 
company was filed before the Public 
Service Commission was created. His 
ruling was accepted by the company 
and has been in effect four years. In 
arguments before Judge Grimm at 
the time no contention was made 
that the creation of the commission 
had taken the case out of the Cir- 


cuit Court’s jurisdiction. 

The petition asks for “such an or- 
pursuant to the provisions of 
section 47 and paragraph 5 of the 
Public Service Commission law as 
will enable it to increase the wages 
of its employes and to realize a just 
ind fair income from its service.” 

Here the purpose is evident, as the 
varagraph referred to deals solely 
with the powers of the Public Service 
Commission with respect to transfers 
and to nothing else. Under the terms 
of this paragraph the commission 
could authorize an increase in the. 
fare rate only by limiting the use of 
transfers or by authorizing that an 
extrr charge be made for transfers. 

The granting of relief by limiting 

the use of transfers or limiting the 
5-cent ride was one of the measures 
suggested in the statement issued 
yesterday by Frank Putnam, pub- 
licity agent of the North American 
Co. After stating that the State 
Public Service Commission had au- 
thority to increase the company’s 
revenue, Putnam said: “This the 
commission can do, either by fixing 
a penny charge for transfers, as in 
Cleveland, or by establishing a zoné 
system of car fares, asin Milwaukee, 
or otherwise.” 
, suggested by Put- 
nam in his statement, by which the 
company might obtain sufficient 
revenue to meet the wage demands, 
are the repeal of the street railway 
franchise taxes of $478,000 a year; 
and the enactment of the proposed 
settlement ordinance, requiring the 
company to reorganize with a total 
capitalization of not more than $60,- 
600,000. The latter measure, he said, 
would enable the company to reduce 
its yearly interest charges by several 
hundred thousand dollars.

McCulloch Declines to Make Di- 
rect Statement, but Says Com- 
pany May Have to Take Step. 


The United Railways So., follow- 
ing its failure to persuade any large 
number of its striking motormen and 
conductors to return to work, today 


began open preparations to use 


strike breakers on a large scale, and 
to house them in its barns, as was 
done by the St. Louis Transit Co., 
predecessor of the United Railways, 
in the strike of 1900. 

This action of the company, and 
the attitude of the strikers in insist- 
ing on the unionizing of the lines, 
seemed to point to a prolonged fight. 

Loads of cots, mattresses and blan- 
kets, apparently sufficient for 100 
men, were delivered at the ° Park- 
Gempton barns near the company’s 
beadquarters. One hundred and fif- 
ty benehes, which can be uséd as 
beds, were delivered at the Page- 
Taylor barns, and large  consign- 
ments of. beans, codfish, coffee and 
sugar also were received there. 
Meals were served to employes there 
and at the Hodiamont barns, where 
a large hotel cooking range had been 
installed. 

President McCulloch, when asked 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter about 
this matter, would not say directly 
whether the company would use 
strike breakers, but said: 

“Your own editor has suggested 
that the cars must be kept running 
at any cost, to maintain service. We 
may have to take his advice and 
bring in outside men.” 

‘Of course, in referring to a Post- 
Dispatch editorial, Mr. McCulloch 
was taking a single idea without con- 
text. 

It was announced at the com- 
pany’s headquarters that 40 men had 
accepted employment since Sunday. 

Ten motormen and conductors, 
members of the bonus committee of 
‘the benefit society of United Rail- 
ways employes, which has been run 
under the company’s auspices, re- 
sponded to President McCulloech’s 
summons for a conference at his of- 
fice in the morning. The call for the 
conferente was contained in the 


statement issued by the company’s 
board of directors last evening, and 
in an advertisement printed in to- 
day" Ss newspapers 

Has 26 Members. 

The Bonus Committee has 26 mem- 
bers, one motorman and one con- 
ductor from each of the 1% divisions. 
In a statement issued from President 
McCulloch's office after the meeting. 
it was said that ‘‘more than a ma- 
jority” of .the 26 would have been 
present “had not some of them been 
intimidated by threats of personal 
violence, and by the picketing of 
their homes by strikers.”’ 

The meeting, held behind closed 
doors, lasted nearly three hours. Res- 
olutions were adopted, urging the 
strikers to return to work without 
wearing union badges or buttons. 
and were signed by nine of the 10 
men. The tenth, according to the 
company’s announcement, ‘verbally 
agreed to the resolutions, but feared 
to attach his name, because of his 
having been threatened with death 
if he did so.”’ 

The resolution referred to the 
company’s application for permis- 
sion to increasé fares, and said that 
“we the employes” would agree to 
join with the company in the re- 
quest to the Public Service Commis- 
sion, and that the committee would 
immediately take up with the com- 
pany’s officers the questions of 
working conditions, and the adjust- 
ment of grievances. 

The signers of the resolution were 
Alonzo Hazelip, H. R. Steiger, C. A. 
Murphy, H. R. Knight, Daniel 
O'Loughlin, H. P. Wetherell, Frank 
Behr, Fred Rose and J. H. Bichor.

The North American Co., which 
controls the United Railways and 
the -Ilnion Electric Light and Power 
Co. in St. Louis, as well as public 
service corporations in other cities, | 
is one of the few large employers of! 
labor which has persisted in an at-! 
titude of opposition to labor | 
unions. and bargaining with its em- | 
ployes through a labor union. 

It has encouraged the organiza- | 
tion of paternal welfare associations. | 
in which the officers of its operating 
companies had active participation | 
on the advertised theory that in this | 
way a “happy family’ relationship 
between company and employes 
could be maintained to the mutual 
benefit of each. | 

James D. Mortimer, president of. 
the North American Co., at the Jef- | 
ferson Hotel this morning, declined | 
to discuss for the Post-Dispatch his | 
attitude or that of his company to-| 
ward labor unions, evading direct an- | 
swers to the questions by replying | 
that the North American Co, never 
had had occasion to take a position 
toward organized labor for the rea- 
son that it was not an _ operating 
company and had no labor prob- 
lems.

The scheme of organization of the | 
welfare association in St. Louis is|

The primary principle of the or- | 
ganization is that the company shal. | 
have representation on all boards or 
committees of employes, though this 
is a minority-representation. Officers 
and boards are elected by secret bal- 
lot. 

The company officers contend that 
the organization provides the em- 
ployes with all the machinery for 
dealing collectively with the com- 
pany that a union with outside affili- 
ations would have, even to the extent 
of having grievance committees, ex- 
cept that there is no outside in- 
fluence which can bé injected into 
the relations between the men and 
the company. . 

On the other hand, the position of 
the employes who were active in the 
organization of the union is that the 
very spirit of the welfare organiza- 
tion, including its close social and 
business relationship between the 
company and the employes, precludes 
successful bargaining on the part of 
the employes collectively, and that to 
maintain their rights they are en- 
titled to have an organization which 
can bargain with the company with- 
out the injection of a “social rela- 
tionship.”’

Demerits are assessed because of ac- 
cidents, carelessness and violation of 
regulations. Each man starts each 
month with a rating of 1000. If de- 
merits reduce his rating below 750 
he does not share in the distribution 
of the bonus fund.

U. S. Has 716 Ship Ways. 

The Shipping Board now has 
716 ship ways; 302 are for weod- 
en ships and 414 are for steel 
construction. 

‘The yards in which they are 
established are only working one 
eight-hour shift per day, six days 
a week. This is monstrous. If 
we are to keep ahead of the sub- 
marine we must run three shifts 
per day, 52 weeks in the year. 

“Our program calls for the 
construction in 1918 of eight 
times the tonnage delivered in 
1916 at a of more than a 
billion dollars.

recognized that the cost of living 
of its employes has been largely 
increased by reason of the _ un- 
usual conditions arising out of the 
world war. Asa voluntary contr!i- 
bution to this increased cost of liv- 
ing, the company has made, dur- 
ing the last 10 months, three in- 
creases in the wages of its train- 
men, aggregating about 13 per 
cent, and has, in addition, installed 
bonus plans whereby trainmmen can | 
increase their earnings through! — 
savings which they may effect by 
the more efficient operation of 
cars. But, in addition to these in- 
creases, the management believes 
that all its employes are entitled to 
further increases in wages. It has 
been unable to make these _  in- 
creases because of inadequate 
revenues. Authority to grant in- 
creased revenues lies solely with 
the Public Service Commission of 
Missouri. Most other street rail- 
ways in the United States have 
found it necessary to apply to the 
regulating authorities for increased 
revenues in the form of higher 
fares and in a number of im- 
portant instances such increases 
have already been granted. 

The company is preparing,-and 
expects to file with the Public Serv- 
ice Commission of Missouri tomor- 
row, a petition to grant the com- 
pany an increase in fares, which, if 
granted, will enable the company 
to pay its trainmen the equivalent 
of an increase of 10 cents per hour. 
Increases in the wagés of other em- 
ploves are advisable and the appli- 
cation for increased revenues will 
cover these likewise. 

Under the principle of regulation 
of rates by public authority, the 
public has a far more vital interest 
in the wages paid street railway 
employes than has the employing 
company. The company is willing 
to pay any wages which the public 
authorities will permit it to charge 
for in the ‘fares paid by its pa- 
trons. 

The company has, through the 
creation of the bonus committees 
representing the men in the differ- 
ent car stations, provided all the 
organization necessary for the ade- 
quate presentation and the prompt 
handling of grievances of train- 
men which may arise through the 
administration of disciplinary, 
measures or which may arise from 
differences in viewpoint respecting 
the method . of ° operating cars. 
hours of work or similarly relat- 
ed subjects. These bonus commit- 
tees are elected by secret ballot by 
the men at the various car stations 
and meetings with the executive 
officers are held periodically. We 
were probably as fully cognizant 
of the increased cost of living as 
were the trainmen, but at no time 
at any of these meetings were any 
requests made for increased wages 
or for the right to form a local 
division of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Street and Interurban 
Railway Employes, with headquar- 
ters at Detroit. 

In view of the company’s inter- 
est in the earnings and welfare of 
its employes, we cannot see that 
uny good purpose could be served 

by the employes becoming per- 
manent metmnbers of a local division 
of the Amalgamated Association 
or by the company entering into 
u contract with this organization. 
The company is, however, willing 
to execute itndividual contracts 
with such of its employes as may 
want such contracts, or it will en- 
ter into a contract with an organ- 
ization amongst its employes, pro- 
vided such organization is pos- 
sessed of the necessary financial 
responsibility so as*to assure the 
company that the agreement will 
be as binding upon the employes 
as it is upon the company. 

The cessation of street railway 
service in St. Louis and suburbs 
is working a severe cconomic loss 
to these communities and it is of 
vital importance that complete 
service be resumed at the ecarilest 
practicable moment. We accord- 
ingly request our employes to re- 
sume service on Wednesday morn- 
ing, eb. 6. and we assure them 
that we will do everything within 
our power to procure for thet the 
increases in wages to which we be- 
lieve they are justly entitled. We 
hope it will not be necessary for 
the company. in its efforts to ren- 
der the public service to employ 
men and women from outside the 
city, but this depends upon the 
leaders of the newly formed union. 
We request such men as may re- 
turn to work to refrain from the 
wearing of buttons or other insig- 
nia indicating their membership in 
any labor organizations. 

President McCulloch will be in 
his office at the genera! offices of 
the railways company at 10 a. m., 
Feb. 6, and will be glad to have all 
members of the Bonus Committee 
meet him there at that hour for 
the purpose of discussing any new 
matters which may have developed 
since the last meeting.

Treat With Union 


Right to Take Such a Stand Denied, and As- 


sumption of Guardianship Over Men 
Is Protested Against.

The officials ef the street car men’s | 
union, including the two national or- 
ganizers who are here, and the local 
labor leaders who are acting with 
them, received the directors’ state- 
ment calmly. They first heard the| 
substance of it froma ee | 
reporter. Then a complete copy was 
taken to them by Patrick F. Gill, | 
Federal conciliator. 

After it had been read aloud, the 
union leaders said to Gill that they 
regretted the position taken by the 
directors, and that they could not 
accept the proposal. William B. 
Fitzgerald, vice president of the na- 
tional organization, then wrote ov’ 
a reply, with some suggesttons from 
the others. The reply was as foi 
lows: 

We regret very much that the 
board of directors of the United 
Railways have decided to refuse a 
fatr and honorable method of ad- 
justing this trouble. 

The street car men have again 
in their willingness to avoid a 
continuation of this suspensior, 
and which was in their minds be- 
fore it began, to avoid it, have to- 
day accepted the propositfon, as 
suggested by one of the daily pa 
pers (the Post-Dispatch), as a 
basic principle to negotiate a set- 
tlement upon, namely, by arbitra- 
tion. 

The stret car men have started 
many times that the cause of this 
suspension and the responsibility 


for it were caused by the unfair- 
ness of this company’s position and 
their neglect to recognize thc 
rights of these men. 

The propositions of settlement, 
as suggested and accepted by the 
men, eliminates any argument 
that the company has made thai 
certain outsiders have demanded 
consideration in this situation. 

The President of the United 


States and all of the fair-mimded 
people of our country have recog- 


nized the rights of labor to organ- 
ize, but the board of directors of 
this company in this enlightened 
age of organization and combina- 
tion, refuses that right to its em- 
ployes, but clatms it for itself. 
They go farther, if you pleasc, 
and even have the audacity to 
publicly state that they expect the 
people of this city to humbly yield 
to an increase of fare, which they 
expect to have granted them 
through the order of the Public 
Service Commission, and in tho 
next breath they state that strike- 
breakers will be brought here ani 
patd by the moneys that the peo- 
ple pay for increased fares. Is 
this necessary, when a fair and 
honorable means is presented to 
adjust this matter, and which will 
establish peace and harmony and 
good will, not alone among the 
employes but all the people in gen- 
eral? 

The company, in its refusal to 
treat with the men as an orgafiiza- 
tion, assumes the guardianship of 
these men, in so far as to suggest 
that they do not believe an organ- 
ization of the employes’ selection is 

necessary. This we firmly and 
strongly protest against, and deny 
and resent the right of this con:- 
pany to tell the employes what or- 
ganization they should not belong 
to, for the reason we are fully cap- 
able and qualified to decide that 
matter ourselves. 

Again, they set forth their. un- 
fairness when they state thev are 


: willing to sign individual contracts 


with the employes—here again c¢n- 
deavoring to keep the men in the 
weakest position possible while 
they, with their big, gigantic com- 
bination, will be thoroughly or- 
ganized. 

In all fairness, we ask: Is this 
fair? Is it honest? Is it Ameri- 
can? Is it democratic? 

This company, with the action of 


| the Board of Directors, has as- 

| sumed the position to deny all that 
our country, the blood of our fel- 
lowmen, which is now and will be 

| shed for—namely, the right to be 

free, the right of collective bar- 

_ gaining, the right to say what con- 

| ditions these men shall live under, 

/ and the refusal of the right to say 

| what wages they shall be paid. 

_ In another portion of their state- 

ment they flagrantly cast into the 

‘faces of the people of this city, to 


/ 


|his honor, the Mayor, their refusal 


even to show the courtesy of a meet- 
|ing which was to endeavor to reach 
an adjustment of this trouble. In 


|other words, they first inform the. 


employes, ‘“‘You cannot work for us 
unless you be our slaves,” and to the 
Mayor and the people and to those 
who have been endeavoring to effect 
a settlement they politely say, “Mind 
your own business; we will import 
thugs and outlaws to operate our 
cars. We will not sit down in confer- 
ence to make an effort to avoid 
future hardships and suffering. 

In conclusion, these men are Or- 
ganized, they demand to be treated 
and met as organized men. This 
company will, if there is ever an ad- 
justment of this trouble, be required 
to grant them that right, for it is 
theirs and they who refuse it are not 
living in the spirit of our times. 

The employes stand for arbitration 
and we do not believe the fair- 
minded people will permit such a de- 
claration that has been made upon 
the part of the Board of Directors of 
this company to go unchallenged. 
The gauntlet has been thrown down 
in this struggle, but the company and 
‘not the men are responsible for this 
trouble continuing.

Street car service in St. Louis must be resumed 
at once. We want our own mer back on the job. We ask you to return to work today. Your 
old jobs are waiting for you. 7 


We ask the bonus committees to come to Presi- 


dent McCulloch’s office at 10 o’clock this morning to talk over all matters that have come up . 


since the last meeting.

We don’t want to put strangers in your places. It 
will shame us all if this has to be done. This is your job as well as ours. We 
have got to make good in ft. The cars have got to run. The life of the city 


demands it. 


We have pulled together for years past and made 
good under heavy handicaps. The Company hasn’t had a nickel of wages for eight years. 
You men and your families have had less than you needed and, were entitled to. We have 
both skimped ourselves and given all the cars earned” back to the public in service and in 
taxes. The Company has paid you all it had to pay with. It is at the end of its rope in this 
regard. We have got to get more revenue so you and your familiesscan have what you are en- 
titled to—whether the owners get anything or not. War living costs call for wage raises all 
along the line. 


We have therefore asked the Missouri Public Serv- 


ice Commission to raise car fares enough to let us pay you conductors and 
motormen 10 cents an hour increase. That’s $1,000,000 a year for the 3,000 of 


you. Higher pay is just as much needed in other departments, and our peti- 


tion covers these also. 


The public we serve is not paying us the fair cost 


of the service we render. It must pay us a living wage. When the people of St. Louis real- 
ize this fact, they will be glad to do it. 


There is no issue of wages between you men and 


the Company. There is no issue of working conditions that we can’t thresh out safisfactor- 
ily any time we get together, as we always have done, unmolested by trouble-breeding out- 
side agitators seeking their own pocket profit at your expense and ours. 


The only issue between us---if it-is an issue---is the 
demand that the Company—AND YOU MEN-—shall surrender control of 
this service and of our jobs to the non-resident officers of a national labor 
union; that we shall force ALL of our employes into a new union so controlled, 
regardless of their preferences, or fire them, regardless of their long and loyal 
service to the Company and to this community.

We don’t believe you men can afford to stand for 


this demand. We know the Company can’t. The Company is obligated by a contract with the 
city that involves its life to render street car service for St. Louis. We can’t fulfil that ob- 
ligation if we put ourselves—and you men—at the mercy of outsiders notorious throughout 
the country for inciting bloody and ruinous labor struggles.

THE UNION ISSUE. 

The issue between the United Railways man- 
agement and the striking car men is clearly de- 
fined. ‘It is unionized labor. 

The men are reasonable. Ali they ask {fs the 
right to organize, to affiliate with the national 
organization of their fellow workers and to deal 
with the company collectively through their union 
representatives—a right enjoyed and exercised 
by the owners, the bondholders and stockholders 
of the company. These are represented and deal 
collectively through their selected officers and 
directors, some of whom are outsiders, whose only 
interest in St. Louis is interest in bonds and 
stocks of the street railway corporation. 

The right to organize and to deal through the 
officers of their organization is enjoyed by a 
multitude of wage earners and is conceded by 
thousands of employers, including the biggest cor- 
porations in the country. 

Granted the fair right of organization, the em- 
ployes are willing to return to work and to sub- 
mit their grievances and demands to conference 
or arbitration. 

The company is not opposed to a union of its 
employes. It is willing that they shall form a 
union, but it must be a union of its employes 
alone. It must be the kind of union the com- 
pany wants and it must be controlled by the com- 
pany. It must be a paternal affair, in which Papa 
Company, itself controlled by an outside holding 
company, is the boss and angel. 

With rare inconsistency, in favoring a paternal

The Negro’s Right to Opportunity. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

In reading the Mirror of Public Opinion 
column in your paper, I noticed what I 
considered an open insult to the colored 
people of the United States of America. 
the country whose platform is Justice. It 
was an article copied from the Detroit 
News. The title or heading of the article 
was, “Should Call Negro Home.” Now I 
wish to know if we are truly free people 
or merely investments? Why should we 
be denied the privilege of seeking oppor- 
tunities to better our condition, which at 
best is insignificant compared to the white 
man’s? Is it just that we should vacate 
our positions after the war has terminat- 
ed to give them to foreigners after our 
sons battled in this universal struggle that 
democracy may live? 

Never has it been said that a man of my 
race blew up this bridge, or dynamited this 
ammunition plant, or destroyed that 
steqmer to retard or hinder our nation’s 
victory in the war. We are a humble peo- 
ple collectively, and have been faithful on 
. the majority of occasions and have sought 
to gain distinction in a noble way. Many 
is the number of brave colored boys who 
se and who will die, that Old Glory may 

ve. 

At the present time the colored man is 
@ great benefit to the factories in northern 
- gities; if he makes a faithful, competent 

‘and skilled hand, why take him away? 
There are ignorant and disreputable mem- 
bers among se people, but should we as a 
race suffer for their actions and charac- 
ter? As to the colored man withstanding

‘union and denying the men the freedom to form 
‘the union they want, the company appeals to 
- them to return to work on the ground that the 
'“St. Louis street car service must be controlled 


‘in St. Louis, by St. Louis men.” 


The men’s union 
must be a St. Louis union, controlled by St. Louis 
men, under the paternal direction of the com- 
pany’s officers, but the company which controls 
the service, the men and their, union, is con- 
trolled by an outside corporation, officered by 
outsiders, with headquarters in New York. The 
company is in a combine of public service cor- 
porations owned and controlled by the North 
American Co. 

Mr. McCulloch could not deal with any outside 
leaders of an organization of street car men, but 
he could not deal at all until he had consulted 
with an outside president of an outside company, 
which controls the combine of public utilities of 
which the United Railways is a member. 

What absurdity! The street car service of St. 
Louis is held up and the city is subjected to 
ruinous dislocation of business, heavy losses and 
tragic hardships because a combine of public 
utilities refuses to deal with a union of wage 
earners; because the head of this combine in- 
sists upon exercising paternal and tyrannical 
power over its employes, to save the pocketbook 
interests of the combine. 

The company admits that better wages and bet- 
ter labor conditions should be given the men, 
and is willing to grant them if the State Public 
Service Commission will grant an _ increascd 
fare and the city will relieve the company of 
taxes. There is not a word of reducing the ex- 
cessive rate paid for electric current. by the Unit- 
ed Railways to a sister company of the North 
American combine or of reducing the heavily- 
watered bonds on which the company pays 
interest. 

When the Public Service Commission takes up 
the question of increasing fares we insist that it 
take up the question of the North American’s man- 
agement of the company, of its looting of the 
company by a profit on electricity which the 
North American sells, and the excessive capital- 
ization of the company. The Public Service Com- 
mission owes the people of St. Louis a square 
deal on the question of increased fares. 

These questions can be settled after the union 
issue is settled. Meanwhile the street railway 
service is tied up because the men want to belong 
to a labor union and the company refuses to have 
anything to do with any union except a paternal 
family union of its own making and ordering. 
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Lieut. (late Sergt.) Stinger seems to have bet 
on the right man.

What an amazing assortment of motor cars 
we have seen! Who would have dreamed there 
were so many makes, sizes and kinds! Venerable 
antiques, wheezing and puffing and clattering 
along beside the most luxurious and ultra-modern 
types. Limousines, sedans, town cars, touring 
cars, roadsters, racers, tin lizzies, mixed and 


| jammed and jumbled. Cars of all colors, mud- 


bespattered cars, shiny cars, cars in the last stages 
of decrepitude. Different in countless respects 
and yet all alike in one—a cocky defiance to 
anybody—street car strikers or street car owners 
—to tie up the activities of a big city. 

And yet thousands of those who saw them pass 
by were old enough to remember when the ap- 
pearance of any one of them would have amazed 
the entire populace. It gave them pause long 
enough to reflect upon the tremendous revolution 
the automobile has made in all branches of indus- 
try. A few decades ago such a strike as the 
present in a city as large as St. Louis is today 
would have utterly paralyzed business. Thanks 
to the motor car, street car strikes now can se- 


riously hamper business, but cannot stop it. 

Who can say that the automobile will not some 
day make it possible to dispense with street car 
lines altogether? 
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COL. BOOSEVELT’S OBSESSION. 

Col. Roosevelt emitted a howl yesterday about 
the United States getting into the war game. “It 
is unpardonable of us not to act with “such speed 
as to make our help available at once,” he 
shrieked, and then practically accuses Uncle 
Sam of acting like a substitute who gets into the 
game just as the whistle blows. Incidentally, he 
praises all the critics and naggers of the admin- 
istration as great men, upon whom the salvation 
of the country depends. There is not a word— 
there never is a word from him about what has 
been done. 

Simultaneously with his shriek comes the an- 
nouncement that the American troops are hold- 
ing and have held for some time a sector of the 
front in France. The men are actually in the 
trenches fighting the enemy. We are deep in the 
game in far greater force than Col. Roosevelt 
imagined we could be at this time. 

The Colonel is in the grip of an obsession 
that nobody in the Government can handle the 
war game and the cause of his obsession is the 
fact that he himself is not the captain of the 
American team.

If he is a 
Jack London, he forthwith prints a treatise on 
John Barleycorn. If he is a John L. he goes on 
the platform to describe his struggles. 

But in the transformation as a whole, even in 
the creditable details of difficult breakings off 
from old associates and habits, he is linked with 
tens of thousands of other men. One reason for 
John L.'s great popularity was that at all ages he 
ran so true to form—was always so intensely 
human.

UST A MINUTE spent last week it: Texas. Texas 

J is a good place to go once in a while. One’s 

view is broadened looking out of the very car 

window. It will be recalled that Col. House is from 

Texas. It may be said that while Mr. Wilson is in 

the White House, Col. House sits on top of it—look- 

ing about. His view is Texan. One place at which 

we stopped was Longview. That sounded promising, 

but we could see nothing. Col. House, we thought, 
cannot be from Longview. 

There happen to be in Texas at this time 250,000 
soldiers. What a pity Senator Chamberlain did not 
go to’ Washington from Oregon this last time by way 
of Texas! He would have been able to keep his shirt 
on. For instance, one man at Houston said he had 
seen seventy acroplanes in the air at one time a few 
days before. There are soldiers everywhere. San 
Antonio alone has 80,000. All the hotels—and there 
are some fine hotels in Texas—are seething with life. 
A man from St. Louis has to have a policeman see 
him across the street in most of those Texas cities. 
Your barber tells you he went down there from 
Omaha. You see an old friend, following the star of 
fortune, making princely wages on the street whis- 
tling for a peanut cart. But the best thing one sees 
is the soldierless saloon. The great bar in the Rice 
Hotel at Houston tells the whole story — civilians 
standing six deep, but never a soldier. 

There is a phase of the situation of which we hear 
very little in St. Louis. That is the extent to which 
well-to-do families with sons in the army go down to 
be near the boys. Dinner at the big hotels is a scene 
of animation and fashion. A family group files in. 
Papa leads, while behind him, Indian file, come Mam- 
ma, the three pretty daughters, the uniformed Archi- 
bald, and small brother Dick. Everybody is beaming. 
Archibald, in his natty uniform, his $27 boots, and his 
fine Texas color, is in the pink of condition. Every- 
body is supremely happy as the family takes one of 
the big round tables. Papa is there with the wallet. 
He has waiters rushing around after everything edi- 
ble one can buy. You will go some when you beat 
that open-handed old sport, the American dad. Texas 
never saw money until he went down there from Chi- 
cago or some other populous center—the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard is at Camp Logan, outsido of Houston— 
to see how it went with his boy. ‘‘Is the young man 
Absalom safe?’’ asked David, in the manner of dads, 
always and forever. I’m saying he is. He is not 
only safe, but he is the best-looking and upstanding- 
est youth anybody ever saw. ~~ 

A typical youth from Oklahoma was on the train 
with us coming back. He was in an engineering 
corps at Brownsville, and was on his way home on 
furlough. His slang was delightful. He did not 
speak of men at all. They were all guys. He was a 
guy. The officers were guys. It was good for a guy 
to be a soldier, so he told us. It made a guy strong 
physically and mentally. A guy liked it. He was 
himself a gravel agitator, camp slang for engineer.

“The statement just compiled at 
Washington, showing what our Gov- 
ernment’s expenditure has been for 
the fiscal year to date, has a very 
distinct bearing on the next war 
loan. 

“Not long ago the Secretary of the 
Treasury stated that probably $10,-- 
000,000,000 would have to be obtained 
between now and the end of the fiscal 
year (June 30) through new loans or 
new taxes. This calculation was based 
on the estimate, in his December an- 
nual report, that total expenditures 
for the fiscal year (including ad- 
vances to the allies) would be $18,- 
775,919,955. But now comes this state- 
ment from Washington showing that 
only $6,600,000,000 has been actually 
spent in the seven completed months 
of the fiscal year. 

“Some such divergence from earlier 
estimates was anticipated; for any- 
one could see that large appropria- 
tions, for work which could not pos- 
Sibly be done before next July, were 
lumped into the December figures. But 
no one expected such AL difference as 
this. 

“Continuance of monthly expendi- 
tures up to July 1, at the average rate 
of the seven past months, would make 
the fiscal year’s total expenditure 
$11,100,000,000, not $18,700,000,000. 

“Undoubtedly the rate of outlay is 
‘larger now than it was a few months 
ago. Washington estimates that it is 
increasing at the rate of something 
Over $100,000,000 a month. But even 
after making this allowance for the 
five months ending with next June, 
the fiscal year’s total outlay (includ- 
iug loans to the allies) would appar- 
ently fall somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $14,000,000,000, as against the 
Treasury's December estimate of $18,- 
700,000,000, 

“If this were to be the result, then 
the recent estimate of requiréments 
between now and June 30 would have 
to be reduced, on a reasonable cal- 
culation,. by five thousand niillion 
dollars—which would certainly make 
a difference with the war loan plans. 

“It may be added that banking 
opinion leans to the effect that pro- 
ductiveness of the income tax will 
greatly exceed the congressional esti- 
mates. Our newly contracted national 
habit, of tossing billion-dollar esti- 
mates carelessly from hand to hand,
